Condos, Life Care 
Among The Proposals 
For Abbot Campus

future of the 24-acre Abbot Academy cam- 
pus, currently up for sale by Phillips Acade- 
my 

Phillips Business Manager George Neil- 
son reported this week that he has informal- 
ly discussed “‘concrete’’ proposals with 15 
or 20 developers to date — and many of 
those developers are interested in convert- 
ing Abbot's 12 brick buildings into condomi- 
niums 

The buildings, with McKeen Hall and 
Draper Hall among four major structures, 
would need extensive renovations, Neilson 
indicated, but he added that there is ‘‘some 
sympathy in the town for preserving the 
buildings.”’ 

Neilson said that most of the developers 
he has met with are interested in purchas 
ing the entire parcel, which is bounded by 
School, Abbot and Phillips streets; some 
are interested in buying the parcel in 
phases. A few have expressed an interest in 
buying just a portion of the land, he added 

He has also heard proposals for a school 
apartments, and a single-family subdivision 
of approximately 30 lots, the manager 
added, as well as a life care facility, which 
would include housing and medical care for 
retired and senior citizens 

A life care facility was proposed for the 
Abbot campus ten years ago, shortly after 
the former girls’ school merged with Phil 
lips. However, despite the support of town 
officials, the plan was defeated by a special 
town meeting 

Neilson noted that because the campus is 
zoned Single Residence B, almost all the 
proposals he has received — with the excep- 
tion of the subdivision or the school —would 
require town meeting action 

Developers have been given a deadline of 
the end of September to submit formal 
proposals. The academy trustees will then 
review all proposals during October, and 
decide what ‘‘direction’’ they wish to pur 
sue condominums, for example, as op 
posed to the life care facility

Neilson said he would like to hear towns- 
people's opinions on how the property 
should be developed. So far he has heard 
only a few casual comments from neigh- 
bors and other residents, favoring both the 
idea of condominiums and of a life care 
facility, he said 

The trustees of Phillips Academy decided 
earlier this summer to sell the property 
because the school has no use for the cam- 
pus and its buildings at present and 
foresees no use for the campus in the years 
ahead 

The private girls’ preparatory school was 
founded in 1828, and merged with neigh 
borhing Phillips 145 years later

Awarded To County 


Ten Essex County non-profit agencies 
have been awarded Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (F.E.M.A.) funds to 
provide emergency food and shelter serv- 
ices to area residents. John B. Green, 
chairman of the local board distributing the 
funds, announced that $131,040 was allo- 
cated for emergency services on August 26 

In June the board distributed $46,054 to 
nine Essex County organizations under the 
same federal program. A total of $177,094 
has been allocated to Essex County non- 
profit agencies 

The funds were part of a $50 million 
dollar program set up by Congress to ex- 
pand the capacity of food and shelter pro- 
grams in high-need areas across the 
country. This one-time funding program 
distributed the money through local volun- 
tary sector agencies like the Merrimack 
Valley United Fund, as opposed to state 
agencies 

Agencies receiving finds had to meet very 
strict criteria set by F.E.M.A. All recipi- 
ents had to be non-profit, have a voluntary 


board, an accounting system, conduct an 
annual audit, practice non-discrimination 
and have demonstrated the ability to deliv- 
er emergency food and shelter services. All 
money distributed must be used by Septem- 
ber 30 

All agencies that applied for the funds 
and met the criteria received the full 
amount of their request. These agencies 
represent all areas of Essex County, includ- 
ing Greater Lawrence, Beverly, Danvers, 
Greater Haverhill, Greater Lynn, Greater 
Newburyport, Peabody and Saugus. 

The ability of agencies to effectively 
spend the money on emergency services 
before the deadline was an important factor 
considered by the board when they allo- 
cated the funds. The Merrimack Valley 
United Fund coordinated the applications 
and assisted the board with research 
needed deciding how to distribute the funds 

Specific requests from agencies covered 
areas from groceries for food pantries, 
supplies for free hot meals and emergency 
lodging

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Bank Funds Renovation 


Of Historic Site 


With a $1.25 million construction and per- 
manent loan from Mutual Bank of Law- 
rence, the scheduled renovation of the 
Sears Building in Lawrence will be com- 
pleted, preserving the character and ap- 
pearance of the historic landmark, while 
providing choice office space and an attrac- 
tive restaurant to the downtown commer- 
cial area 

Located in the heart of a designated his- 
toric zone, adjacent to the courthouse and 
diagonally across from City Hall, the Sears 
Building is more than 130 years old. It faces 
a brick walkway leading from the nearby 
Campagnone Common to the canal area. As 
the historic area becomes further devel- 
oped, using some federal and state funds, 
outdoor performances are scheduled to be 
held there 


Originally three separate buildings, the 
present structure was created after the fire 
of 1850 destroyed ost of the downtown area. 
Huge tressels linked the three structures 
and a brick facade completed the transfor- 
mation into a single building. The current 
renovation will remove the tressels to cre- 
ate a fourth floor, adding skylights to pro- 
vide daylight.

September is National Sight-Saving 
Month. 

A question often asked is at what age a 
child should have a first professional eye 
examination. Andre J. Paradis, M.D., pedi- 
atric ophthalmologist on the staff of Law- 
rence General Hospital, Lawrence, 
recommends between the ages of three and 
32 for a first exam and again before enter- 
ing the first grade, then every two years. 
“A child's eyes change toward the end of 
the first decade (8-10 years old). A normal 
eye exam one year does not mean it will 
remain so," points out Paradis. 

Robert Kellan, M.D., another ophthalmo- 
logist on the LGH staff, adds that adults 
should also have eye examinations every 
two years routinely unless a problem arises 
in between this time period and they have 
an eye problem or disease which needs to 
be followed more closely. 

A common eye injury is secondary to 
foreign material in the eye. ‘‘Don’t try to 
remove a particle from your eye unless you 
are sure it is just a minor irritant like dust 
or dirt. If there is any doubt, seek medical 
help. Don't try to remove an imbedded 
object such as a particle of steel. If any 
irritation or pain persists at any time, call 
your doctor or go to a hospital emergency 
room,’ advises Kellan. 


Don't rub, wash or apply pressure to cuts 
in the eye. Cover loosely and get medical 
help immediately. 

In the event of a chemical burn to the eye, 
immediately flood the eye with water. Con- 
tinue washing at a sink, bubbler or shower 
for at least 15-20 minutes, then get medical 
help immediately.

While police have yet to find the cause of 
a fatal accident on Route 495 nearly two 
weeks ago, they have cited two people in- 
volved in the 12-car collision that killed two 
people 

State police last Friday issued citations 
to Rosalie Crowley of Methuen, and Rodney 
Burkewitz, the owner of a tractor trailer 
truck driven by Gardner Carpenter of Troy, 
Vermont 

Police said Crowley came to a stop ina 
travel lane when she saw two school buses 
pulled over into the breakdown lane. They 
cited her for failing to use proper caution in 
stopping 

During the accident, a tractor trailer 
loaded with lumber and driven by Carpent- 
er tipped over, crushing one car and pinning 
another car to the guard rail. Police cited 
Burkewitz, the truck owner, for allowing 
Carpenter to drive with an overweight load 


and defective equipment (two bald tires). 
The owner was also cited for allowing Car- 
penter to drive after his license had been 
suspended for speeding violations 

Police said last week’s citations did not 
indicate that those cited were directly at 
fault for the accident. 

David Rossi, 21, of Westford and Thomas 
Cuscia, 65, of Lawrence were killed when 
their cars were struck by the tractor trailer 
and its load 


State police continue to investigate the 
crash, which happened at 5 p.m. Friday, 
Aug. 19 in the northbound lane of Route 495. 
Witnesses said two school buses returning 
40 Danvers children home from a field trip 
pulled into the breakdown lane. Crowley 
stopped in a travel lane, and the truck 
tipped over when it swerved to avoid the 
stopped traffic, police said.

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End Of A Five-Year Project

With champagne served in plastic cups, 
the School Building Committee last week 
celebrated the $13.72 million project they 
have guided to completion — ‘‘on time and, 
as promised, under budget’’ — during their 
last regular meeting. 

Committee members met last Thursday 
night at the J. Everett Collins Performing 
Arts Center at Andover High, the last phase 
of the three-part school building project the 
advisory committee has been overseeing 
for more than five years. 

“This committee can be exceedingly 
proud,’’ Chairman Kenneth Gropper said, 
thanking his committee for their efforts 
since 1978. ‘We have brought this project in 
on time and, as promised, under budget.”’ 

Committee treasurer William Munroe re- 
ported that when all_work has been com- 
pleted, an estimated $60,000 will remain in 
the project contingency fund. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony also 
commended the committee, appointed by 
his predecessor, Jared S.A. Clark: ‘'I think 
Jared chose wisely.”’ the manager said. ‘‘ 
think it will turn out that this project is 
going to be a pretty good project. The peo- 
ple will appreciate it.”’ 

With the completion of renovations and 
additions at the high school, the secondary 
school building project approved by 1980 
annual town meeting will come to a close 
Renovations at West Junior High and most 
of those at Doherty Junior High were com- 
pleted last year 

Among the new features at the high 
school are a new automotive shop and a 
larger media center. But when the school 
opens later this month, the town’s attention 
will be focused on the new 1,250-seat audito-

rium, which will also serve as a performing 
arts center for the town — a fact to be 
emphasized with a Boston Pops concert 
topping off grand opening ceremonies on 
Sept. 25. 


There is no question that the J. Everett 
Collins Performing Arts Center must be 
equipped with a concert grand piano in time 
for the Boston Pops grand opening concert 
on Sept. 25 

The question is, who should pay for the 
piano? 

Last week, the School Building Commit- 
tee said a $20,000 piano was never part of 
the educational specifications for the $13.72 
million school building program — and they 
did not vote to support the town manager's 
plan for funding the piano. 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony pointed 
out that that plan had already been ap- 
proved by the selectmen and Finance Com- 
mittee. ‘I’m going to buy it,”’ the manager 
told the advisory committee, ‘‘and I don’t 
have any other way to pay for it. There’s no 
sense having an auditorium here you can’t 
use.” 

The manager would like to improve the 
arts center stage by adding new rigging and 
towers, an orchestra pit filler system that 


Gropper called the arts center ‘‘as fine a 
facility as any that can be found. In the long 
term, it will be the part of the project 
undoubtedly remembered by the town 50 
years from now.”’

He has proposed borrowing $70,000 from 
the town’s Cornelius Wood Fund to pay for 
part of that total; the rest would come from 
the building project budget.

WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Reagan’s peace efforts 
in Lebanon have come 
unraveled. Syria’s President 
Hafez Assad not only has 
refused to pull his troops out 
of Lebanon, he has deployed 
his forces for a confronta- 
tion with the Israelis. 

A dispatch from the U.S. 
Embassy in Damascus, 
stamped ‘‘secret,’’. says 
Assad will not provoke a 
war with Israel but won't 
back down from one. Anoth- 
er intelligence report says 
he believes his new SA-5 
missiles, manned by Soviet 
crews, will keep the Israeli 
air force off his back. He 
thinks this will give his 
tanks in Lebanon an edge 
over the Israelis. 

According to one secret 
analysis, there could be war 
in Lebanon before Novem- 
ber. The Syrians already are 
stirring up the Druzes, 
Palestinians and Lebanese 
leftists, who are waging an 
underground war against the 
Lebanese government. 

Lebanon’s President Amin 
Gemayel, meanwhile, has 
lost confidence in the prom- 
ises of the Reagan adminis- 
tration and is looking 
increasingly to Israel for 
protection.

SUSPECT WHISTLE 
BLOWER: In April 1981, 
Secret Service guard John 
Hagmeyer received a com- 
mendation for protecting 
President Reagan. As the 
aecrree lay wounded in the 

ospital, Hagmeyer 
apprehended a_ potentially 
dangerous man and prevent- 
ed him from reaching 
Reagan’s quarters. 

Now Hagmeyer, a seven- 
year veteran, has been fired 
for conduct unbecoming an 
officer. He doesn’t contest 
the charges, but he says they 
weren't serious enough to 
cost him his job. The real 
reason he was fired, Hag- 
meyer says, was because he 
blew the whistle on the 


practices and destruction of 
documents. 

Some other agents have 
given me private verifica- 
tion of Hagmeyer’s charges, 
but his own alleged miscon- 
duct has damaged his credi- 
bility. Furthermore, he 
didn’t speak out until after 
he knew he was under inves- 
tigation. 

After a 14-month probe, 
the Merit Systems Protec- 
tion Board Office of Special 
Counsel recently ruled that 
Hagmeyer’s charges have no 
substance. But Hagmeyer 
contends that the abuses 
continue. 

HEADLINES AND FOOT- 
NOTES: The Federal Bureau 
of Investigation has warned 
defense contractors that 
Soviet spies are on the prow! 
for recruits to feed them 
vital defense secrets. The 
Russians, the bureau claims, 
will pay as much as $20,000 
to hook an informant, and 
they often approach secre- 
taries and low-level employ- 
ees.

Eggplant Harvest 


It's the peak of the harvest season, and 
with rainfall and improved growing condi- 
tions, produce counters and farmers mar- 
kets are brimming with every imaginable 
fresh Massachusetts grown vegetable.

The purple eggplant most commonly 
available should be a clear, dark glossy 
color; choose those about three to six inch- 
es in diameter and purchase shortly before 
use. In the refrigerator, eggplant won’t last 
much longer than 2 days, according to state 
Food and Agriculture marketing special- 
ists 

Preparing eggplant is easier than it looks. 
It can be boiled, sauteed or oven cooked and 
also served in a variety of unusual main 
dishes 

Eggplant recipes and a variety of tips on 
buying, preparing, storing and nutrition are 
available in a free brochure from the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Food and Agri- 
culture.
